good  cow  poarlf.  Good  bread  aod  milk, 
bread  wad  butter,  or  cream  and  batter,  con 
•titate  the  ataff  of  life,  aa  *ath  food  will 
••pp  y  all  the  e**entiul  element*  tor  de 
vaioptng  *trt>ng,  healthy,  und  rya> metrical 
frame*,  urascle,  teeth,  and  brain*.  In  cold 
and  atormy  localitie*,  every  cow  *hould 
have  a  comfot table  piece,  where  th*  pierc 
log  cold  and  prting  •  to  refit  cannot  touch 
her.  An  open  *^ted  t*  better  than  a  close 
ktabAr,  poorly  ventilated.  Our  own  cow  is 
k*pt  during  theaight  in  a  box-stall,  ten  by 
ol*v*n  feet  square.  Bhe  t*  never  tied  up. 
Milch  cows  never  should  be  crowded  into 
•uch  clow  quarters  t  lust  they  cannot  turn 
around  at  pleaaure.  We  wnutd  as  soon 
■leap  with  our  neck  yoked  into  the  heed 
board  of  the  lied -Mead  a*  to  fasten  the 
cow*  nock  in  cruel  stanchion*.  A  now  * 
tongue  and  the  and  of  bar  born*  elsould 
always  be  free,  w  that  they  may  be  em¬ 
ployed  to  lick  and  acratch  parte  of  her 
body  when  they  accept.  Our  “  Dfitsy” 
has  a  clean  bed  day  and  night,  knee  deep 
over  all  the  floor  of  her  stable ;  and  elte  re 
turn*  a  generous  equivalent  for  the  core  be¬ 
stowed  on  her.
